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EDITORIALIZING? | 


Ff Don Position Stated

At a recent meeting of the 
Board of Trustees certain E] 
Don pubiications became the 
topic of discussion, resulting in 
criticism and recommended 
evaluation of our newspaper. 
Criticism evolved from the 
“editorializing” on the front 
page of the El Don. Recom- 
mendation that the paper be 
reviewed by a critic before 
publication and that the paper 
be more journalisticly oriented, 
was regarded as very pertinent 
to the development and to the 
improvement of the El Don. 


Stew Case, Co-ordinator, In- 
formational Issues (SAC); Di- 
rector of Communitive Ser- 
vices (SAC); and Publications 
Director (SAC) commented, 
“The El Don should serve a 
dual purpose, that 1s}. 1t) - C1) 
should be an instrumental tool 
for learning and (2) the El 
Bon should be a Communica- 
tions media between the stu- 
dents, the faculty, and the ad- 
ministration.” However, Mr. 
Case believes the El Don does 
leave a little to be desired to 
be considered a “good” news- 


paper.| He has a very affirma- 
tive opinion regarding our El 
Don and feels that certain 
changes in structure and con- 
tent are inevitable. “The El 
Don is too ‘editorialized’..... 
not enough quotes....not 
enough campus news. I think 
there is a communications gap 
between administrators,  in- 
structors, and students.” Mr. 
Case also suggested that the 
El Don print, “.. -. only the 
facts....printing both the 
pro’s and con’s in the same is- 
sue. I don’t believe in censor- 
ship. But it is the responsibil- 
ity of the El Don staff to rec- 
ord and publish factual infor- 
mation.” 

Larry Futchko, El Don Edi- 
tor-in-Chief, whose responsibil- 
ity is to analyze, review, and 
submit the E] Don for publica- 
tion, believes, “.... editorials 
should appear on the front page 
of the El Don, with proper 
identification.” Mr. Futchko, 
an idealist, contends that it is 
not necessary to relate all news 
stories to campus _ interviews 
with faculty or students. That 
“Some facts just need to be 
ya without students or fa-

culties opinions.” In his opin- 
ion the quality of the El Don 
is being subjected to unjust 
controversy simply because 
some people do not believe in 
some of the material being 
printed. “But the paper should 
not be censored....if the pa- 
per is censored it would only be 
an attempt ‘not to offend the 
voters’ ”’, says Mr. Fcetchko. He 


justifies his ideas through his 


experience in journalism and 
through his evaluation of simi- 
lar publications that advocate 
hs “style” of editing (such as: 
the Los Angeles Times; the 
Santa Ana Register; the Or- 
ange County Evening News; 
to mention a few). 

Dr. John Johnson, Santa 
Ana College President, empha- 
sized his immediate concern 
about the joumalistic quality 
of the El Don. He stated that 
he has no knowledge of any 
specific “problem” regarding 
the El Don, “just concern.” Dr. 
Johnson pointed out the motto 
of our paper, which is: “WITH 
ONE AIM — TO SERVE STU- 
DENT AND COLLEGE”. Then 
he added, “If this is what we 
say....are we doing it?”

of government and of taxes, 
and to preserve our Constitu- 
tional Republic and our individ- 
ual liberties.” 

Schmitz has made law and 
order his principle campaign is- 
sue. “The nostrums and pana- 
ceas of our Liberal Establish- 
ment for dealing with this cri- 
sis have failed utterly. The ex- 
perience of recent years has 
conclusively proved that crime 
and violence will not be check- 
ed, but rather encouraged, by 
abandoning punishment, by sus- 
pending sentences, by easy bail 
and parole, by endless appeals 
through the counts, by more 
handouts and ‘anti-poverty pro- 
grams,’ by urging everyone to 
blame society for all or most 
of his problems, or by any of 
the other varieties of coddling 
the criminal.

He has promised, as 
in his two successful State Sen- 
ate campaigns, that he will not 
vote for any overall increase in 
the “oppressive tax burden our 
productive citizens are now re- 
quired to bear.” 

He has received awards for 
outstanding legislative service 
from the statewide California 
local CRA units, from the Uni- 
Republican Assembly as well as

Three SAC Faculty members 
have given their evaluation on 
what is considered the most 
liberal version of EL DON 
ever. The three, Mr. Ralph 
Hannon, History; Mr. Hartman, 
Political Science; Dr. Walter 
Brooks, English; would seem 
to comprise a cross-section of 
faculty opinion.

The measure was passed jn 
the Massachusetts state legis- 
lature hoping to keep Massa- 
chusetts servicemen out of 
Vietnam, The statute authoriz- 
es Massachusetts servicemen to 
refuse combat duty in the ab- 
sence of a congressional declar- 
ation of war. This marks the 
first time a state has challeng- 
ed the federal government on 
a matter of this authority. 

Since the law has been in 
effect, two federal courts have 
rejected the first attempt by a 
Massachusetts serviceman to 
bring suit. No statement was 
given by Chief Justice Bailey 
Aldruch of the U.S. Cireuit 
Court of Appeals as to the rea- 
son for his decision in denying 
the injunction,

Why must 
these ideological nations play a giant chess game with other na- 
tions? The people of South Vietnam have become so confused by 
the many interventions by these nations that they don’t know 
which way to turn. In reality the Vietnamese people have become 
afraid to commit themselves either way for fear of their lives. 

The South Vietnamese must learn to stand upon their own 
feet and let the world know what they want, instead of them 
taking orders from the United States and North Vietnam. Thus 
they would take their rightful position in the world.

He 
cited some school supplies that 
had been bought in commercial 
stores. A 3-ring notebook sold 
for 29 cents and contained 24 
sheets. A similar notebook sold 
on campus for 29 cents and 
has 40 sheets. Two larger note- 
books sold commercially cost 
39 cents and 43 cents, with 58 
and 47 sheets respectively. The 
Don Bookstore sells one for 
50 cents with 90 sheets. 

One composition notebook 
bought off campus was sold at 
the same price as the book- 
store. It was made by the same 
manufacturer. Mr. Sabo ex- 
plained that a fair trade law 
guarantees that items made by 
the same manufacturer will be 
sold by all businesses for the 
same price. 

When fair trade items are 
bought from other stores that 
zo out of business, however, 
there is no set price.

Standards For Students 


The State Council of Education at its November 8 meeting approved a state- 
ment of policy on “Student Rights and Responsibilities’ as recommended by the 
Youth Rights and Responsibilities committee.

RIGHTS: 


The right as an individual to 
express ideas and concerns 
within the framework of school 
policy. 

The right to a sound basic 
education which is commensur- 
ate with his ability and relevant 
to our modern society. 

The right to a differentiated 
education for vocational devel- 
opment and cultural pursuits. 

The right to develop and 
study in an atmosphere condu- 
cive to optimum physical and 
mental health. 

The right to develop, through 
effective counseling and guid- 
ance, the competencies and 
marketable skills that will en- 
able him to provide for himself 
the necessities of life. 

The right to physical and 
psychological health services. 

The rizht to opportunities for 


association with all segments of 
society in integrated schools. 

The right, commensurate 
with his development and ma- 
turity, to participate in decision 
and policy making as related 
to the school and the commun- 
ity. 

The right to a good working 
relationship with all groups and 
agencies in the community 
which are involved with the 
welfare of youth. 

The right to function in ac- 
cordance with a realistic code 
of conduct developed on a co- 
operative basis by teacher, stu- 
dent, administrator and parent. 

The right to participate in 
any school activity, such as 
athletics, student government, 
and clubs, within the frame- 
work of school policy. 


RESPONSIBILITIES: 
The responsibility to know

and policies of the school. 


The responsibility to propose 
needed changes through order- 
ly procedures established by 
students, faculty and adminis- 
trators. 

The responsibility to develop 
his abilities and special aptit- 
udes to his fullest potential. 

The responsibility to under- 
stand and work with all seg- 
ments of the school community. 

The responsibility to respect 
the rights of others when ex- 
pressing ‘his own ideas and 
philosophy. 

The responsibiilty to secure 
and respect conditions which 
are conducive to the freedom 
to learn. 

The responsibility to encour- 
age his peers to fulfill their re- 
sponsibilities.

the strategy behind the new 
state law is to force the U.S. 
Supreme Court to rule on the 
constitutionality of the Viet- 
nam War by establishing a 
state law that conflicts with 
federal military policies. 


The intent of the law was 
sincere but the Governor cau- 
tioned against ‘false hopes” 
that the law will keep service- 
men out of Vietnam. He also 
stated that the sponsors of the 
meausre expected no less a 
judgement than that of the 
U.S. Supreme Court and he 
would not stand in the way.

What happens when you put 
one of SAC’s supposedly con- 
servative Speech teachers in 
open debate with a supposedly 
liberal Sociology teacher, with 
the subject being methods of 
teaching and teacher-student 
communication?

Mr. Fred Hills, in a half-hour 
debate that grew politely hairy 
when teacher-student instruc- 
tion was reached. 


We would like to give these 
two teachers dialogue on their 
total discussion, but due to 
limited space, will have to re- 
strict the discussion to one 
subject. 

EL DON: Do you opinionate 
your lectures in any way?

HILLS: Yes, I express my opin- 
ion every once in a while, when 
I feel it is helpful to the class.

WHITNEY: Do you think stu- 
dents have the knowledge to 
seperate and deal with person- 
al opinion, though? 

HILLS: Well, yes. I get the stu- 
dents to suggest subjects to talk 
on. (I want the students to be- 
come critical of me!)*, but I 
do not indoctrinate. 
WHITNEY: All right, but I do 
not feel that the teacher has 
the right to influence the stu- 
dent with only one opinion. Ig- 
norant instructors go outside 
their field when they do not 
deal with facts. 


TELL ME, OH ANCIENT ONE, 
NOW THAT | HAVE TRAVELED 
MANY MONTHS.AND THOUSANDS 
OF MILES TO FIND YOU, WHAT 
IS THE SECRET OF LIFE? 
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HILLS: Yes, but wouldn’t you 
want a student to question you 
on a subject, to learn your 
opinion? 
WHITNEY: Students want a 
grade, most do not want to 
question the teacher. There 
just isn’t enough time! 
HILLS: Shouldn’t the material 
given always tie back to a gen- 
eralized perspective? 
WHITNEY: How ean you do 
this with your own opinions? 
HILLS: I expect the students 
to differentiate between per- 
sonal opinion and verifable evi- 
dence. 
WHITNEY: I feel that most 
students are not ready yet to 
pick fact from opinion. They 
should be taught the differ- 
ence and how and where to 
look for it. The teacher should 
act mainly as a resource per- 
son for the class to work on. 
They should learn to evaluate 
facts to establish a basis to 
work on before going on to 
opinion. 
HILLS: I disagree. I think that 
a good teacher should tie the 
different channels of his own 
opinion and fact to lead back 
to the original subject, the All 
Roads Lead to Rome idea. The 
stedent is surely mature enough 
by now to separate opinion 
from fact; He’s been doing that 
all his life... 
= * 2 

The discussion lasted much 
longer than the above ex- 
changes, but these were the 
most important passages of 
dialogue. After the discussion, 
El Don asked each instructor 
to boil down their teaching 
philosophy in about fifty 
words: 
WHITNEY: I quote Dr. Earl 
Pullius, USC, ‘Toward Excel- 
lence in College Teaching’’, “A 
teacher is a guide, taking stu- 
dents on a journey. He is a 
prism that should reflect all 
available information that he 
can communicate”. I think I
